Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  eighteenth 
Annual  Report  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1915,  and  in  doing  so  I beg  to  thank  you  for  your 
continued  help  and  support. 

During  the  year  I have  attended  25  Council  Meetings  and  12 
Committee  Meetings. 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  1915  amounted  to  31  *04  inches,  which 
is  considerably  above  the  average  for  the  last  30  years,  while  the 
amount  for  1914  was  27'i6  inches.  The  number  of  rainy  days  was 
154  compared  with  165  in  1914.  December  had  25  rainy  days, 
while  June  had  only  6.  The  wettest  month  was  July  with  5*61 
inches,  while  the  driest  was  June  with  0*17  inches. 

At  the  Census  of  1911  the  District  contained  a population  of 
8,322,  being  an  increase  of  198  since  the  Census  of  1901.  There 
were  2084  inhabited  houses  having  an  average  number  of  3*993 
persons  per  house.  Owing  to  the  war  a large  number  of  the 
youngest  and  healthiest  lives  have  gone  into  the  army,  and 
consequently  the  Vital  Statistics  of  the  District  are  not  so  favourable. 
No  soldiers  have  been  trained  or  billeted  in  the  District.  The 
estimated  civil  population  for  1915  for  the  Rural  District  of 
Buckingham  has  been  calculated  at  the  General  Register  Office, 
Somerset  House,  London,  as  7,804  and  this  estimated  number  is 
to  be  used  in  calculating  the  death-rate,  while  the  number  estimated 
in  the  usual  way,  viz:  8,300  is  to  be  used  in  calculating  the 
birth-rate. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  137  (boys 
7],  girls  66),  but  the  District  is  credited  with  1 transferable  birth, 
a girl,  which  brings  the  number  up  to  138;  this  is  equal  to  an 
annual  birth-rate  of  i6'6  per  1,000,  which  is  one  of  the  lowest  ever 
registered  in  this  District.  The  rate  for  Rural  England  and  Wales 
for  1915  was  20'7. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  94,  being 
equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  12*0  per  1000.  16  deaths  of  residents 
were  registered  as  having  occurred  outside  the  District,  and  this 
makes  the  net  death-rate  iq’i  compared  with  to'6  for  1914.  The 
standardized  death-rate  (formerly  called  the  corrected  death-rate) 
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is  the  rate  which  would  have  been  recorded  if  the  sex  and  age 
constitution  of  the  population  of  the  District  had  been  identical 
with  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  enumerated  in  1911.  'Vo  obtain 
the  standardized  death-rate  for  the  Rural  District  of  huckinghani 
the  net  death-rate  is  multiplied  by  the  factor  for  the  County,  which 
is  0*8942,  and  this  gives  us  12*6  as  the  standardized  death-rate  for 
the  District,  compared  with  i3'6  for  Rural  England  and  Wales. 

The  infantile  mortality,  or  number  of  deaths  of  Infants  under 
I year  of  age,  per  1,000  births  registered,  was  65  compared  with 
20  for  1914.  d'he  rate  for  Rural  England  and  Wales  for  1915  was 
98.  Of  the  9 deaths  registered,  5 were  caused  by  Bronchitis,  2 by 
Premature  Birth,  1 by  Congenital  Malformation  and  i by  Acute 
Peniphigus.  'The  Notification  of  Births  has  now  been  made 
compulsory,  and  the  Bucks  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for 
carrying  out  the  Act.  I believe  the  District  Nurses  are  performing 
the  duties  of  Health  Visitors,  and  are  paid  by  the  County  Council. 

I am  afraid  I cannot  say  very  much  about  the  benefits  which  may 
be  brought  about  from  the  working  of  the  Act  until  it  has  been  in 
working  order  for  some  few  years.  It  is  certain  however  that  the 
mere  notification  of  the  birth  will  not  be  of  much  use  unless 
followed  up  by  systematic  visiting  and  advice.  In  any^case  the 
Infantile  Mortality  of  this  District  as  well  as  that  of  the  County  at 
large  compare  very  favourably  with  that  of  Rural  England  and 
Wales. 

Two  deaths  have  been  registered  from  Phthisis  (Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis)  during  1915?  Phthisis  Death-rate  would 

therefore  be  0*24,  compared  with  0*36  for  1914- 
door  shelters  have  been  in  use  during  the  year.  I he  rate  of 
England  and  Wales  for  1915  is  1*024. 

Seventeen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  notified  during 
the  year  '9i5»  ^i^d  2 deaths  have  been  caused  by  this 
disease  compared  with  13  cases  and  no  death  during  1914-  1 hese 

are  the  first  deaths  that  have  occurred  from  this  disease  for  the  last 
10  years  out  of  more  than  200  cases  notified.  The  cases  occurred 
in  the  following  villages: — Chackmore  6,  Charndon  i,  Preston 
Bissett  4,  Steeple  Claydon  5 and  Tingewick  i. 

Two  case  of  diphtheria  have  been  notified  and  1 death  during 
1915,  compared  with  no  cases  in  1914.  Both  cases  occurred  in 
Westbury  village. 

No  case  of  Enteric  Fever  has  been  notified  this  year  or  last 

year. 

One  death  has  been  registered  from  Measles  during  the  past 
year.  This  disease  (ordinary  measles)  and  German  Measles  also 
have  been  made  compulsory  from  the  ist  January,  1916. 
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We  have  bad  no  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  during  1915. 

Five  cases  of  Erysipelas  have  been  notified  without  a death 
compared  with  10  cases  in  1914. 

No  case  of  Small-pox  has  occurred  in  the  District  during  the 
last  year,  m fact  very  few  cases  have  arisen  in  this  Country 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  are  engaged  in  a great  war.  The 
armies  in  the  field  have  had  very  few  cases,  but  this  is  accounted 
tor  by  the  very  general  use  of  vaccination. 

Four  deaths  from  Cancer  have  occurred  during  the  last  year 
compared  with  2 deaths  in  1914.  ^ ' 

One  case  of  Influenza  proved  fatal  during  1915,  compared  with 
2 deaths  in  1914. 

These  diseases  have  been  compulsorily  notifiable  for  some  few 

^ars,  but  fortunately  we  have  not  been  visited  by  them  in  this 
District.

Ihirty-eight  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified  under 
this  Act  during  1915,  compared  with  23  cases  in  1914.  Five  of  the 
38  cases  have  been  cases  Erysipelas  and  14  of  Chicken-pox.  I give 
here  the  usual  table  of  Infectious  Diseases  notifii^d  during  the^last 
10  years,  and  also  a table  with  the  estimated  population  and 
number  of  deaths  from  the  diseases  indicated  for  the  same  period. 

January,  1911,  it  has  been  made  compulsory  for 
he  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  send  every  week  to  the  Local 
Goverriment  Board  a return  of  the  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
notified  to  him  and  a similar  return  is  sent  to  the  County  Medical 

Officer  of  Health.  These  cards  must  be  sent  whether  any  cases 
have  occurred  or  not. 
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disease  occurs  m the  lungs  or  in  any  other  parts  of  the  body 
I'nnted  leaflets  are  issued  giving  hints  as  to  diet,  fresh  air,  &c  , and 

pointing  out  the  precautions  which  should  be  taken  for  preventing 
the  spread  of  the  disease.  ^ 

The  District  is  largely  engaged  in  sending  Milk  to  London,  and 
your  Council  has  always  taken  a keen  interest  in  safeguarding  the 
supply  Ihe  Dames,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Orders,  i88c  and 

visds’in  r y°“''  Inspector 

I Cowsheds  of  the  District  periodically  and  pays  particular 

attention  to  their  sanitary  condition  and  cleanliness.  They  show 

a great  and  progressive  improvement.  In  the  event  of  anv 

case  of  I’uberculosis  in  milking  cows  your  Council  allow 
the  calling  in  of  a Veterinary  Surgeon. 

One  Water  Certificate  was  applied  for  and  granted. 

These  have  been  duly  inspected  and  reported  on. 

There  is  no  permanent  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  District,  but  a 
site  has  now  been  bought,  and  a satisfactory  supply  of  water  has 
been  obtained.  With  regard  to  Small-pox  yo'u  ^titled  to  l^he 
use  of  a joint  Small-pox  Hospital,  near  Bletchley,  which  you  own 
in  combination  with  other  Sanitary  Authorities  in  North  Bucks. 

Three  new  buildings  have  been  erected  during  the  year  and 
5 have  been  enlarged.  ^ ^ ^ 

During  the  past  year  31  new  drains  have  been  laid.

Council  of  Buckingham, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  upon  the 
sanitary  work  and  improvements  carried  out  in  your  District  during 
the  year  ended  December  31st,  1915. 

In  the  villages  of  Beachampton,  Maids  Moreton  and  Water 
Stratford,  where  house-to-house  inspection  was  made,  much  good 
work  has  been  done  to  old  cottages,  and  many  improvements 
have  been  effected.  The  more  expensive  w^ork  to  re-modernise  old 
cottages  has  been  delayed  owing  to  the  great  European  War,  so 
also  has  the  erection  of  houses  by  private  enterprise  been  retarded. 

During  the  year  16  cow-keepers  have  been  registered,  making 
a total  of  188  registered  cow-keepers  in  your  District. 

Four  new  cow-sheds  have  been  erected  in  the  District  in 
accordance  with  your  regulations,  to  replace  old,  delapidated  and 
insanitary  ones. 

Notices,  to  the  number  of  41,  have  been  served  with  regard  to 
necessary  alterations  and  cleansing.  Satisfactory  improvements 
have  been  made  in  many  instances,  and  preliminary  steps  taken 
for  improvements  to  defected  ones. 

The  slaughter-houses  in  your  District  have  been  inspected  at 
intervals  during  the  year,  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  they  have 
been  well  kept,  and  in  a cleanly  state,  the  lime-washing  and 
removal  of  offal  having  been  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

In  3 instances  only  was  it  necessary  to  serve  notices  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances. 

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  more  prevalent  in  your  District 
during  the  past  year.  Disinfectants  were  immediately  supplied  to 
the  infected  houses,  with  the  necessary  instructions  as  to  their  use, 
and  frequent  visits  paid  to  ascertain  how  far  the  precautionary 
measures  were  being  carried  out. 

Tw'O  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  in  the  village  of 
Westbury. 

The  usual  disinfection  w'as  carried  out  after  all  cases  of 
infectious  disease,  as  also  thecleansing  of  the  rooms  after  disinfection. 
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The  factories,  workshops  and  bakehouses  in  your  District 
have  been  periodically  inspected,  and  in  general  they  are  kept  in 
good  order.  There  are  13  bakehouses  and  31  workshops  in  your 
District. 

Six  applications  were  granted  during  the  year  for  licenses  for 
the  storage  of  carbide  of  calcium  and  petroleum.  The  premises 
and  stores  have  been  inspected  and  no  contravention  of  the  Acts 
were  discovered. 

The  Canal  within  your  area  is  practically  unnavigable,  and  no 
inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  3 new  houses  have  been  erected,  and  alterations 
and  additions  made  to  existing  ones.  Inspections  were  made  to  the 
buildings  in  course  of  erection,  &c.,  for  the  proper  carrying  out  of 
your  Building  Bye-laws.  All  drains  in  connection  with  the  new 
houses  were  tested  both  before  and  after  being  filled  in,  either  by 
the  water  or  smoke  test, 

Improvements  and  additions  have  been  carried  out  to  3 cottages 
at  Verney  Junction;  i at  Tingewick ; i at  Water  Stratford. 

The  sewers  of  the  District  have  been  maintained  in  good  order 
generally. 

New  length  of  sewer  has  been  laid  at  Padbury;  new  effluent 
.sewer  from  tanks  at  Preston  Bissett. 

Sewers  repaired  and  blockages  removed  have  been  carried  out 
at  Maids  Moreton  and  Akeley. 

d'he  septic  tanks  throughout  the  District  have  been  periodically 
cleansed.  The  filters  at  Steeple  Claydon,  Maids  Moreton,  Marsh 
Gibbon  and  Water  Stratford  have  been  cleansed  and  re-charged. 

The  extension  of  the  water  main  at  Padbury  has  been  com- 
pleted during  the  year.  An  air  valve  has  been  fixed  on  to  the 
water  main  ; this  has  proved  a great  improvement  to  all  the  stand- 
pipes in  the  village,  as  many  standpipes  failed  for  a long  period 
owing  to  the  air-lock  in  the  pipes. 

Improvements  have  been  effected  to  the  old  dip  well  at 
Adstock  by  covering  up  the  well  and  fixing  a new  pump. 

The  old  dip  well  at  Turweston  has  been  greatly  improved 
by  constructing  a collecting  tank  and  the  laying  of  a length  of 
water  main,  which  gives  a continuous  supply. 

Leakages  were  discovered  in  the  water  mains  at  Padbury, 
Charndon  and  Poundon ; in  each  instance  the  leakage  was 
immediately  repaired. 
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Standpipes  in  the  villages  of  Akeley,  Adstock,  d'wytord, 
Charndon,  Steeple  Claydon  and  Padbury  got  out  of  order,  and 
were  repaired  immediately. 

The  Wind-mill  Pump  at  Charndon  has  been  repaired,  and  the 
syphons  and  foot  valves  at  Steeple  Claydon  Water  Works  have 
been  overhauled.
